It will be seen from these reports that the ma-
chinery ot the Civil Kights bill is not )n full ope-
ration in some portions of the south, for many
criminals that ought to be brought to trial under
that b.il are at lane.

The assistant commissioners generally favor the
present contract system. 1 he freedmen are

as having' in most cases faithfully per-
formed their obligations. I am clad to be able to
renort that employers have, as a general thing,
ettled with the freedmen in accordance with the

terms of their contracts; yet when any of them
have f.vled to do sc, the Suite laws have not in nil
cases afforded to the freedmen the pro.;.'r remedies
and protection.

For this reason the assistants .report that they
have relieved the evils, us far as possible, by as- -
suming the guardianship of the freedmen. ah con-
templated by the laws ol Congress. They also re-

port that contracts approved by the Bureuu offi-
cers, and settled through the same agencies have
been biitibiactory to the freedmen. I call special
attention to the vaerant laws of the States of Mary,
land, Ueorgla, Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas.
The soort time allowed after the expiration ol one
contract before a person must raaB another, to
escape vagrancy, will occasion practical slavery.

y- - l'aine. of Wisconsin, v introduced a

bill ;o organize, arm and dibcipl ine the mihtui, and
for o lit r purposes.

It provides that nil able-bodie- d male persons
wco shall have been born or naturalized in the
Ui.it.d btates, or thnll have declared tueir inten-
tion to become citizens, or have actually
voted at uny State or territorial election, and
between the ages of eighteen uud forty-liv- aUall
be "liiisted In the militia.

The National Guard of the United States shall
consist of two regiments of lulautry, oiganied of
volunteers, from the enlisted militia in each dis-

trict and territory represented in Congress one of
wh;ch shall be comprised of colored men, 11 more
than one-thir- d of the enrolled militia of such dis-

trict or territory shall be colored men.
No person shall be an oihcer or private in the

National Guard who shall be disqualified from or
exempt from enrolment In the militia, or who
shall ever have voluntarily borne arms agdlust the
I'll. ted Suites, or given countenance or uid to the

th" steamer Springbok case. This vessel
wu se:-- in lbt3, about two hundred miles from
Nassau, whither she was bound, from Loudon,
tibe was suspected of an intention to ran the
blockace of some southern port. It was ascer-
tained t'uat her cargo was contraband of war, con-
sisting in part of sworda and other military ap-
purtenances, and also buttons marked with the
letters C. S. A.

The Southern District of New York condemned
both the vessel and the cargo, but the U. S. Su-- .
preine Court overruled the decree us to the vessl,
and affirmed the condemnation ol the cargo on the
ground that the latter was clearly contraband of
war; aud that, although there was nothing to show
that the Springbok designed to pursue her journey
from Port Nassau to a southern blockaded port,
the goods were evidently to be carried from Nas-
sau to supply military forces at that time arrayed
agamst the United States government.
